sevgral_ months. After meeting him more 
than ten times we have decided to postpone

NEW JAVA SUGAR CROP.

The American A siaticof 7th inst. reports that 
the cane having suffered from the dry weather 
in several districts in the beginning, the wanted 
roinfalls have set in more regularly ever since 
the second halfof January. How the cane is 
going to develop further, this question depends, 
after all, on the weather, and very little could 
be said at the present moment with regard to 
an estimate of the crop. Speaking in general, 
it appears, however, that, in order to attain as 
good a yield as that of last year’s crop, exception- 
ally favourable conditions wilt have to coincide, 
Judging after the effect of the weather prevail- 
ing so far, there is more evidence for a smaller 
than a larger crop than that of 1902. As we 
wrote you already the rate indicating the area of 
planting in excess of last year is very immaterial 
viz. not more than fourteen-hundredth per cent. 

Bo far nearly §,000,coo piculs, 4.0. 303,752 
tons havé been sold fram the next crop, an 
delivery, mostly at prices ranging from f. 54 to 
f.6 per picul for Muscovados No, 12-13. "In 
view ofthe favourable conditions with regard to 
sugtr, higher prices being expected in con- 
sequence of the Brussels conference, together 
with declining supplies and increasing con- 
sumption, fat-icants are holding back and the 
tendency is sry firm, Consequently nothing 
can be got below f. 6 per picul for Muscovados, 
shipment from favoured porta. There fs no 
doubt that, apart from China and Japdn and 
British India, also Australia will require 9 con- 
siderable share of the coming Java crop forher 
home consumption. 

Regarding the general development of the 
sugar industry in Java it is worth mentioning 
that, (or reasons of social economy, no exten- 
sion of the cane sugar planting area is permit- 
ted, unless sanctioned by the government.
